Thouſand Packs of Long Fine Woot 
in one Year,of the growth of the largeſt 
Sheep that, feed in Paſture- Ground 3 
which Wool is not uſed in making of 
Cloth:Theſe number of People areWea- 
vers, Throwſters, Winſters ,Yarn-Men , 
Wool-Combers, Hot-Preſſers, Callen- 
ders, Fullers, Spinſters ; whoſe Dyel- 
lings are in the Cities of Londox, Nor- 
wich, Canterbury; in the Counties of ” 
Suffolk, Norfolk, Cambridgſhire, Hart- 
fordſhire, Eſſex, Norhamptonſhire, ſome 
parts of Torkshire ; In many places be- 
ſides 1n the ſeveral Counties of Frg- 
land : The Wool grows moſt in Lin- 
208 colnſhire,

colnſhire, Leiceſterſhire, Norhampton- 
ſhire, Bedfordſhire, Rumncy Marſh,and of 
Paſture-Sheep in all Counties, which, 
by reaſon of the length of its Staple, 
1s not uſed, or cn well beuſed tro make 
Cloth; but is genera!ly ſold ro Norfolk, 
St. Edmondsibury in Suffolk, to be male 
in thoſe aud other Counties into Yarn, . 
ard in Yarn carried to Norwich and 
London to be wrought up into Siuffs 
made of all Wool, or mixt with $i]k, 
one Pound of Silk to eight Pound of 
Wool. 


I. Employment of theſe People, 1s 
the only way left to give a value to 
the Land in thoſe parts, where they 
inhabit; for paor working People 
ſpend all or muſt of what they get by 
working upon the produce of Land; 
and you will always find according to 
the number of People, and according 
to what they get, ſo is the Price of 
Land; and it is evident a!l over the 
World, where the Price of Wages is 
low, 'rhe vaJue of Land j-littlez and 
where many People live, Land 1s moſt 
valuable, which is the true Reaſon 

that 
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that Land near Lozdor, and other 


Towns, where ManufaCtories are ſet- 


tled, 1s three four, ſix times as valu- 
able, as Land of as good a natural ſoy], 
where there 1s few Inhabitants or 
Navigable Rivers. 


I[T. Theſe poor People, when em- 
ployed, highly conduce to the Hap- 
pineſs and Safety of England. If any 
Perſon will pleaſe to take a view of 
England, before it was a Manufatory, 
they will fad that this Ifland was of- 
ten inſulted over, Ravaged and Plun- 
dred; yea, Conquered by Scots, 
Danes, Normans, Saxons, &c. Þut 
ſiace England hath been- a Place of 
Manufactury, no Ncighbour hath da- 
red to Inſult our Coaſt, or Invade us 
without our own conſent; for theſe 
poor People are not only themſelves 
ready to oppoſe, but by their Imploy- 
ment, give —— to Navt- 
cation, and to breeding of Sea mi" to 
navigate our Coaſting-Veſſels to ſup- 
ply their neceſfities with Coals, Corn, 
Malt, Cheeſe, Butter, ec. by which 
means the King always hath Sea-men

ready to furniſh his Men of War, that 
are the Bulworks-of the Nation, and 
our Merchants are ſupplyed with 
Sea-men for longer Voyages. 


IV. I would ſhew the Oppoſition 
between this Trade to 1:dia, and the 
Ergliſh ManufaQtories, and that ſo it 
is Detrimental tothe Nation 3 The Op- 
poſition .lics in its Home Conſumption 
and Foreign Exportation: The Silks, 
Bingalls, ec. from India, are uſed for 
the ſame Uſes our Manufactures are, 
and ſo diſcourage Trades-men from 
driving larger Trade, 1t being uncer- 
tain when theſe Ships will come in, 
and uncertain what ſort of Commo- 
dities they bring : Every Trades-man 


| lies liable to be undone, if he venture 


to inlarge his Trade, ' as is plain by 
many hundred Inſtances in twenty 
Years ſpace: And as to the Foreign 
Exportation, theſe Foreign Manufa- 
Qtures have Spoiled our Foreign Trade 
for Fine Stuffs made in Norwich and 
London, for Womens wear into many 
places for Crape, &c. And for our A- 
zzericer Plantations, all Perſons dealing 
there, 
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there, know they will imitate the 
Gentry of Ergland, and thoſe Mer- 
chant's Commiſſions run for Faſhion- 
able Commodities : Now if our No- 
bility and Gentry wear 1nd4;z2 Manu- 
factures, our Weſt India Plantations 
will wear the fame; and it is gene- 
rally true, ſofar asthe Honour of any 
Nation extends, ſo far what they 
wear, will be in Faſhion, This was 
the Policy of France, who deſigning 


to make themſelves Great, diſcou- 


raged the Wear and Conſumption of 
Foreiga Commodities, and Incoura- 
ged the wearing their own, both at 
Home and alſo in Exgland, by Pre- 
fents to the Exgli/h Court, well know- 
ing what the Court did wear, the 
Cities end Gountries will not be long 


. without : And by the way, it is my 


opinion, the French King and the 
Manufacturers of Lows, wall ſpend a 
Hundred Thouſand Pounds to keep 
the Trade of England for Exporting 
their Allamodes and Luteſtrings. 

But this is not all, the damage this 
India Tradedoth, in reſpectto the Ex- 
portation of our Exglifh ManufaQtures3

for it greatly hinders our Turkey and 
Italian Merchants, who Export vaſt 
quantities of Woollen-Cloth, Serges, 
Purpetuanys, Stuifs, &c. and the 
greate't of their Returns are 1n Raw 
and Thrown Silk, and Grogrom Yarn, 
which. they bring home to Lonavn, 
expecting a Market among Throw- 
ſters and Weavers ; But theſe Trades- 
men beivg undone by 7adia Manu- 
factures, are not able to buy theſe 
Commodities, and fo theſe Advanta- 
gious Merchant, by having their 
Stocks lie dead upon their Hands, can 
buy no more Cloth, exc. And the 
Cloathier, and Serge- maker, and 
thouſands of Families that do depend 
upon them, much Impoveriſhed, and 
many of them reduced to live upon 
Charity, to the great damage of the 
Landlords and Farmers,” who, by Law, 
are obliged to Relieve them from their 
Lands. | 


V. This Trade to India,carries away 
from Exgland great quantities of Bul- 
loin and Treature,which is not only the 
Sinews of War, but the Medium of 
Trade

Trade and Commerce : For Mony in 
the Body polttick, is as Blood 1a the 
Body natural, giving Life to every 
part; as for Inſtance, in an other way 
of Trade, our Exporting- Merchant 
carries away our Manufactures, and 
for his Returns, (ſuppoſing it be to 
Spain) he brings Spaniſh Wool, and 
Pieces of Eight : theſe Pieces of Eizht 
or other Bullion, made into Engliſh 
Coin, go from the Merchant to the 
Trades-man , from him to the Wea- 
ver, Sherman, Spinſters, &c. From 
them all cothe Farmer 3 from the Far- 
mer to the Landlord, and ſome part 
ſticks every where, which go to the 
Shopkeeper, and from him to the Mer- 
chant again, and the whole Nation 
is hereby eafiez but if it go to the 
Eaſt-Indies , \t never returns again: 
But this is not all, the Bulloin 1n Exg- 
land will not ſerve this Trade, tho? 
it encourage the Clipping our Coin 
half away, we muſt go abroad to 
Holland, to Hamborough, to Portugal, 
Cadis, and where not, to take up 
Silver, and thereby run the. Nation 1n 
Debt, and turn the Ballance of the

Exchange againſt England, - and our 
better Merchants, and then they mur- 
mur againſt the Goverment. 


I might give many othcr Reaſons 
for the Bill's paſſing into a Law, but 
I deſigning Brevity, will paſs to give 
an Anſwer to ſome Objections 1a a 
Book lately publiſhed : In anſwering 
which, I ſhall enter into the Heart of 
this Controverfie. This Book is filled 
up with Flouriſh, and Rhetorick, and 
Concluſions, from falſe Hypotheſis, 
that it is not eaſie at once Reading to 
graſpit; but my Time allowing no 
more, [I (hall do it as I can, not med- | 
ling with any thing but what . relates 
to this Bill now depending : His Ob- 
jeCtions are many. | 


1, Objection. Thzes Trade carries a- 
way our Woollen- ManufaFures, eſpe- 
cially of late to a great value. ; 


Anſwer : I confeſs the Engliſh Mer- 
chants have had a Trade many Years 
to Perſia and Armenia for our Com_ 
modities formerly : The Twrkey. 
Merch an

Merchant carried Cloth to Scande- 
roo, and ſo to Aleppo, and the Car- 
ravans , brought great quantities of 
Raw Silk, and fold to our Mechants, 
and for it took our Exglifh Cloth : OF 
Jate, Conſiderable quantities of Cloth, 
and ſome other Manufactures, though 
I believe not one half what the Com- 
pany 1s obliged to carry go by long 
Sea to India, and not finding a vent 
in that hot Climate, it is carried to 
Perſia and Armenia; But what is this 
to our Bill, we are not contending 
which Merchants ſhall have this Perſia 
Trade, but the Queſtion is, Whether 
this be a fit Cover for the great quan- 
tities of Wrought Manufactures from 
the Bay of Bengal, and other Places 
of Indie, that take off Jj:tle or none 
of our Woollen-Cloth, but is bought 
with the Money Ezglzd ſhould have 
to maintain the War, pay our Sol- 
diers and Sea-men, and keep our 
Poor at Work. | 

But it may not be inſignificant, to 
ſhew what a Bargain we have made 
in- changing Hands for this Perſi2 
Trade, the Cloathier hath got well 
inſtead

inſtead of Money for his Cloth, of 
Good Reſponſable Merchants, he 
credits a publick Seal, or he hath a 
piece of Paper, called an Eaſt-India 
Bond, which after he has kepr it till 


| he is weary, he may take Eaſt Indiz 


Silks for it at the TIuch of Candle to 
cloath his poor Spinners with, or <{lſe 


ſell his Bond forzas much, or more 


loſs than he got by his Commodity, 
and the Nation made a very Indiffe- 
rent Change 3; for whereas the 
Turkey Merchant did uſe to bring his 
Silk home Raw, to imploy multitudes 
of Throwſters, Weavers, - and Sea- 
mens Wives, and all ſorts of Poor, 
that ſpent their Money they got up- 
on the product of Land, Thele Eaſt- 
India Merchants to enrich the Nubt- 
lity and Gentry of Ezgland, carry 
their Raw Perſia Silk to the Bay of 
Bengall, &c. and work it up, that the 
Money it coſt in Workmanſhip may 
enrich the Great Mogul, and imploy 
his Poor,

Arn ſw. Letus ſee the Profit : Isit the 
Company that get, or he that buys of 
the Company, or the Retailer, or the 
Weaver : As tothe Company, I have 
heard for whatTI ſay,is by Hear-ſay,be- 
ing none of them; And therefore take 
it for Hear-ſay, I have been informed 
they formerly divided Profit and Prin- 
ciple, and Traded upon the Credit 
of a publick Sea], and {ould grent 
quantities of Goods by private Con- 
tract, and [ hive heard great Quanti- 
ties of Guinaies have flowed about the 


Exchange and Coff-e-Houſes,and little 


more than are hath come to be eſtecm- 
ed wcerth three or four Milljons, 
and many Honeſt Gentlemen drawnin 
to the Ruin of a Good Eſtate and Fami- 
Iv; ut I do not ſay the Company that 
Honourable Company did this; the 
| Company fay it was the Stock-Jobbers, 
* Put if flo, I would willingly _ 
| whe-

whether this Company might not have 
put out an Advertiſement in ſome 
publick Print, to hinder ſoch an abo. 
minable Cheat: But they have now 
a new Subſcription of, I have heard 
700000, and yeta Man may go upon 
the Change and buy, as I have heard, 
the Stock of this Company, for Five 
or Six Hundred Thouſand Pound, 
and no Dividend made this Seven 
Years. Would not any Man wonder 
where the Profit of this Trade 1s; but 
ſtill it is a profitable Trade, but you 
muſt know it is a Myſtery, and it 1s 
not convenient the Ncbility and Gen- 
try of England ſhould know the profit 
of this Trade - and indeedI dare not 
ſay all I believe, to be true, but ſo 
far as I could ever perceive any profit 
It is. . 


Firſt, ſa buying by private Con- | 
trad, or atthe Inch of Candle, great | 
quantities of Goods by Perſons that 
underſtand how things are managed 
in the [:d7es, and Selling their Goods 
for 10, 20, 30, 40 per Cert profit M

the Wholeſale- man, this Wholeſale 
man ſells them for 10, 20, 3o per Cent- 
to the Retailer or Country-Chapman, 
the Retailer ſells them at 10, 20,30 
per Cent profit to the Gentry, and by 
chjs time the Gentry pays ag dear al- 
ways. and often much dearer than for 
our own Manufactures which are much 
better. But pray all this time, what doth 
the Nobleman, the Gefitleman , or 
Trades-man or poor Farmer, or Mas 
nufacturer get. 

Theſe Monopolizers, and Retailers 
vye with the Nobleman, hef&or the 
Gentleman, trample upon the Manu- 
tafturer, and oppoſe every thing that 
is for- the Nation's Good, if it croſs 


_ their private Intereſt : Bur ſtill this is 


a profitable Trade to Ezglarnd in its 
Exportation: but what is the Bill con- 
cerned in the Exportation, doth that 
hinder Exportation? 1 own this may 
be made a profitable Trade by due 
Regulation , and therefore IT am for 
this Bill; for Exg/ard being the beſt 
Mart in Eprope tor theſe Commodi-

ties, no Wiſe Merchant will carry 
Goods from the better Market to a 
worle, if he can help it; but the 
Pehgn of this Bill, is to oblige the 
India Merchant to ſer up FaQtories 


to ic] Goods in Holland, Hamborough, 


Germany, Portugal , Spain, as well as 
ManufaCturies in /zd47s, to make them, 
and by this mcans rhey will truly 
bring in Bulloin into Exglard, as well 
as Carry it to /zdra, and till this is 
done , we cannot find ſuch Exportati- 
ons, though for Four or Five Years 
paſt I have ſezrchcd the Bills of En- 
try with all the Eyes I have; I have 
indeed found ſome Exports, and ill 
this laſt Sale, near as many Imports, 
under pretence of former Exporta- 
ti0N, 


But ſtill tijis would have been a 
Profitable 1 rade, if the Company had 
not met With ici: great Lofles by the 
French, and ſome Siips calt away at 
Sea: As to wnar weS Cait away at 
Sea, 1t 1s all Merchants Chance, and 
as

as to what the Frexch took , let us 
conſider their firſt Coft, and no Man 
ſtcitly Loſes what he never had, and 
we ſhall find the prime Coſt is 40 
Thouſand Pound a Ship, 8 Ships 320 
Thouſand Pound ; but what hath been 
loſt, if the more than uſual Profit of 
theſe Laft Ships be conlider'd, the 
Charles the Second, and the Hank, 
[ believe, had I Time, I could bring 
the firit Coſt of the Loſt Ships, and 
the Extravagant Profit of what came 
in, to near a Balance ; and thus you 


ke this Profitable Trade.

and are not yet very {ond of them, as 
any Man may find, by comparing 
their Carzoes with gurs. ItT remem- 
ber well, the Martha znd Sarah, two 
of the laſt Ships that came to Emg- 
land, had much greater quantitics of 
theſe Goods than the whole Fleet of 
12 Ships that came. to Hollazd, 2nd I 
deſpair of ever fecing our Ez21:{;) Mer- 
chants endeavour much Trace, that is, 
for Real Good to Ezz/azd, fo long as 
{uch vaſt quantities oi MianufzRures 
arc allowed. And as to the 0rozs 
Company, I ſuppoſe its Original 1s 
well known ; I will tell you my 
Thoughts of it; it was Contrived in 
Lopgox by Stock-jobbers, and others 
that deſigned only to make a noiie; 
or if in carnelſ?, it was only to bring 
thele Goods to Scotland Cuitom-tree , 
Þ 3 FI 
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to Cheat the King by Running them 
into England by their Pedlers, and 
thereby under-ſ{ell our Company, and 
more effetually Ruin our Manufactu- 
ries; and Sir, I aſſure you I had this 
Company in my Eye in promoting 
this Bill, as well-knowing it would 
cftcCtually Crols the Defigning-Men 
in that Company ; and whenever It is 
pait into a Law, there is an end of 
the Scorch Company.

The Merchant never 
thinks Spaniſh VVooll tbo dear, or 
Cotion-wooll roo dear : Give me leave 
to teil you, we have great quantitiesof 
fiize long VVooll in Ezglazad, that a 
Pound of it will run 20, 3o, 40 
Fnouſand Yards in length, and make 
light, fine, thin, ſtrong StuTs, much 
becter than Jzaze Cotton, and Bengall 
Siiks; nay, out-do by far, for tine 
thin Goods, any Spairſy VVooll, fit 
o anfwer a'l uſes tor VVomen and 
Children, and no Nation inthe World, 
thar ever I heard of, had ſuch a quan-

Anſwer. Pray Sir, how do this and 

' your other Arguments hang together ? 
What would become of your proftita- 
ble Trade of Bengal? Sir, give me 
leave to try to make the SUk Trade 
a profitable Trade ; and ſince our No- 
bility and Gentry like Silk, let them 
wear it : Sir, our Turky and Italian 
Merchants carry our Cloth and Serges 
to Torky and Ttaly, and this Cloth 
being fully ManufaQtured, Employs 
many Thouſands of People, and takes 
oft great quantities of Wooll. The 
People ſpend their Money upon the 
Lands, and ſo work for more ; theſe 
Meichants bring Home Silk unmanu- 
factured, and Employ many T kou- 
ſ2nds of People more, and theſe alſo 
ſpend the Money they get upon Land ; 
the Gentlemen wear the Silk , and 
thereby conſume more Wooll, and 
Employ twice as many People as they 
would 
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- would do, if they wore Woollen Gar: 
meuts.

Anſwer. Sir, T can tell you Twenty 
ſorts of Engliſh Stuffs made of Wooll, 
and Silk and V Vooll, that they are di- 
rely oppoſite, to which neither 
French, Dutch, or Italiaxs ever did, or 
can pretend to Import upon - us, 
though we have done ſometimes up- 
on them: And as to the Dutch and 
French , except Alamodes and Lure- 
ſtrings, I know of none have ' come to 
Exgland for many Years from 1taly ; 
we have ſome, but nothing compara- 
ble to the Woollen Manutactury we 
carry 
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(EF: 
carry thither , though you are pleaſeq 
to tell us, more Silks are Imported 
from Holland than from Indra. Sir, 
I know of none but Velvets, beſides 
what come by the 'way of Holland 
from Italy.

Doth not this Trade inter- 
fere with 'the Norwich, and Loxton, 
and Canterbury Trade; and 'with the 
Shallone-makers in Eſſex, Saffolk, 
Hampſhire, and the Makers of Rutteens 
atid the new  ManufaQtury 'at Kerter- 
ing in Northamptonſhire, 'and at Peter- 
burro»gh ? 'Sir, 'T could compute thefe

to be great numbers, and to work up

and when Employed , to get two 
Millions of Money 1n a Year: And 
though this Money 1s laid 'out upon 
the produce of Land, yet the Parm- 
er and 1 andlord find the Benefit ;

Anſwer, That want of Money and 
Credit, is a great Cauſe of a ſtop 
to Trade ; bur there 1s this difference 
between the Petirioners for this Bill, 
and other Manufafturers in England; 
others can Trade as tar as they can, 
in hope of a Trade at one Time or 
other ; we have no ſuch hope, we 
know not, but next Month more 


Ships 
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Ships may come from the Tnajes ; 
though we have enough and too ma- 
ny of their Goods already ; and what 
ſorts they will bring, we know not ; 
and they can under Sell us, and we 
cannot be ſuppoſed to carry our Silks 
back again to Turkey, Italy, or Hol- 
land; 1O that if we loſe our own 
Market for Enzliſh Silk, we muſt 
'take one for [xdia; though we 
know we go for to Ruine our Native 
Country, our Friends and. Relations ; 
and though happily you may be wil- 
ling to it, I believe, the Gentry of 
England, that have taken ſuch Care 
for the Preſervation of the Breed of 


Cattle, will provide for the Subfi- 


ſtence of ſome of the beft of Manu- 
fattories that ever England or Earope 
had. This 1s what of Argument up- 
on firſt Reading, I can find againſt 
this Bill in this Book ; I may take a 
Time to examine it Paragraph by 
Paragraph; in the mean Time, I 
beg the Lords and Commons of Exg- 
lands, to take one Inſtance, to ſhew 
the Profit of this Trade to 1naza,
